General observations here and there, I think I can make, as you suggested orig- 
inally, because for months I've been nothing but an observing vegetable, it seems to 
me, And the result will probably turn out to be one of those silly=sounding sagas 
like people write after they have been on a ten-day tour of the Hawaiian archipelago 
and then go home and set down their observations very squint-eyed and mostly erro- 
heous. 


For instance, I observed in the two months we spent in California, that the 
thermometer seldom went below 100 F in the valley where we were staying - see? - 
that's a sample. But I also observed (and this has happened often enough and in 
enough places in the country that thore must be something to it) that in talking 
with colleagues there, the personnel shortage is acute and that SOMETHING OUGHT TO BE 
DONE ABOUT RECRUITING. There, as at home, librarians are all alert to new methods 
and all sorts of techniques sre being borrowed from business to streamline things 
librarywise. Business machines of many sorts sre being adapted for library use and 
many librarians speak as knowingly of their new equipment as modern housewives do of 
‘their electronically equipped kitchen devices. I suppose the time will come when 
library schools will add a few courses in the care and maintenance of machinery, I 
saw all sorts of punched-card, photographic, embossed-card, etc., devices for regis- 
tretion, charging (even one radioactive sort of deal for sorting different colored 
cards!) and heard about several others in combinations. But nothing that I saw or 
heard of yet replaces the good old haul-and-heave for shelving. 


When I left California I went whizzing dow through the southwest ("The sun has 
riz, the sun has set, and here we is in Texas yet", the breakfast menu said) to New 
Crleans, thence up through the Great Smokies and other southeastern scenery to Belti- 
more where I took a quick look into Johns Hopkins' kuleana; to New York where I 
joined forces with Marion Morse (and why don't you get after her?* she spent three 
nonths poking her nose into all sorts of very fascinating libraries in museums all 
the way from Acapulco to Albany!) and she took me by the short hair and really stow- 
ed me places. We made a short but very delightful motor trip from Poughkeepsie «oan 
through Pennsylvania, Maryland, into Virginia where we "did" Williamsburg (reminc me 
4° show you my slides) and made a fast pass at the nation's capital on the way b:c< 
up; coming up from there in a real pea-soup fog all the way from the Delaware B>: 26 
back to Poughkeepsie, most of the way on the famed Jersey turnpike. Here my obs¢r- 
vations again are typical of a tourist--my impression of the Jersey turnpike is that 
one's proceeds at a great rate through a dense haze, following a line on the 
road, either side is nothing at all and the whole thing smells like Kahului et 
the seagon of the year when the seaweed is thickest. Every factory and marsh smell 
fin the stete of Nev: Jersey was pinned to the ground by that fog and we worked our 
way upstate through an almost tangible stench. Back in New York again Marion saw me 





safely through shopping for a winter coat (tweed with a chamois interlining, heavy, 

thick and so far absolutely weather-proof, praise be to Mr. Harris of the tweed of 
the same name!) and then basely deserted me to go back to Hawaii and write me about, 
blue-and-gold weather and sunshine. We looked at quite a few things while she was 
here, though - do get her to tell you about it.* 


When Marion ran out on me, I came out here to Westport in Connecticut (there's 
a fine revealing piece about this area, called "The Darien-Westport Axis" in the 
May, 1952 PARK EAST - do get it and read it for a lot of laughs as well as for in- 
formation about a very interesting community of intelligent people) where Red and 
Ruth Hawk from Wahiawa are spending the year while Red is on exchange here. They 
were already entrenched in a "winterized" summer house at Compo Beach on the edge of 
a tide-pond which once ran a thriving mill. The old mill-site and the mill-ra@e are 
right outside our door - just the other side of the mill-ra@e is Long Island Sound. 
On the pond are thousands of ducks, gulls, herons, and a family of seven swans, and 
in the pond are clams and crabs and lobsters, and I believe, a few oysters. It is a 
lovely spot and we have great enjoyment of it. The Hawks very generously moved over 
and let me in too, 


I hurried (no, that is incorrect, because I went on the Rutland railway) up to 
Vermont to spend Thanksgiving week with Ann at Middlebury and found the same situa- 
tion in the college library there as anywhere else - overcrowded quarters, short 
staff, et al, but the good old Abernethy Americana collection is as rich and satis- 
fying as ever, and that was a treat. Middlebury has no holiday except 
the day at that season, so I tagged after Ann to some of her classes and especially 
enjoyed hearing Reginald Cook lecture on Emerson, 


Back behind the mink curtain here in Westport, I started snooping into librar- 
ies (as well as other aspects, of course) in towns and museums and colleges around 
here. At Bridgeport, a large industrial city, I found a magnificent public library 
with an almost awesome technical and industrial section. In Stamford there is a 
beautiful (but always too small - everywhere) library with some very unusual fea- 
tures, among them a travelling branch library which is a little building which is 
towed from one outlying community to another and parked there for varying periods of 
time - sort of a glorified trailer, The Ferguson library there has an outstanding 
collection (and I might add, an outstanding staff of very delightful people). All 
through Westchester county are dozens of nice, well-stocked (this varies too) inde- 
pendent libraries and Connecticut, at least around here, is downright thick with 
libraries, not the least interesting of which is the one right here in Westport, and 
rightly so because of the "public" which uses it so thoroughly. 


Westport is a community of writers, journalists, illustrators, commercial art- 
ists, theatre people, and the like, and they use their public library right down to 
the last shred. I know, because I have been doing some work with them. As the 
President of the Board of Trustees remarked, "You know when you help one of these 
people find something, you will see it in print within about six months" - and that 
thought sort of adds a zest to the search, for instance, when you nearly knock youre 
self out trying to prove t cuse t were de to b 


while the indictment was read - and bing! - a few weeks later a play opens on Broad- 


way and there is your man's witch-information and there stands the accused upon a 
table! Or you scurry homey and hunt and hunt for a picture of a fighting-chair por 
Cc nd ion, and next month's POST has a Florida fish- 
ing story illustrated Mite a fine picture of a man struggling in one with a huge 
fish, When the wife of a writer of children's books called up in a great flurry one 
day and said her kids had raat 0 in a cocoon and nee ve = hetched it = 


till they could be turned go cat find ineeete for poe ee I really thought 
it was a little precious, We finally decided that they should be fed buttered 
breadcrumbs (for the protein) to keep them alive till some bugs could be found. I 
will take small bets, though, that that will be found in some kid's book before too 
very long because everything is grist to someone's mill around here. Did Samuel 
Pepys describe his gall-stone renege et oe pe someone is oe a chor about an 
early surgeon and wants a pre-anet ys des ere which wes 
good end painful. (No, he did not describe it, but he did have a stone Forty on the 
apg each soy te - agg ere nd_me n_men snd 
: h the 
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frames were commonly used in 1700? How are brocades woven? This could (end does) 


go on and on, 


I go into NYU each week for a course which I'm finding pretty interesting, and 
since it just happens to meet on Wednesday, which is also matinee dey for most shows, 
I manage to see a show each week, If I went every day and saw one every day I would 
never get through the list (even if I could afford it!) of all I want to see, We 
try to see a museum or collection or gallery each week, too. During the bus strike 
I learned quite a lot about subways but I still can't like them. I think 5th Avenue 
must be the coldest place in the whole world (another of those tourist impressions) 
but still I love to tramp on it and goggle at things. Most of all I like to stand 
in Times Square and watch the signs flash and the advertisements and news-flashes 
chase themselves around the building. 


411 told, I think you had better go after Marion Morse,* who is a fine upstand- 
ing professional soul, and get your HLA journal story from her. However, please 
give my fond aloha to any of my associates who would care to have it. Wish you were 
all here to have fun, but I will be mighty glad to get home again and digest all 
I've seen and done,

TRAVEL WITH A TYPEWRITER 
Hannah Hunt 


Editor's Note: Hannah Hunt's enthusi- 
asm and ability, enjoyed by those of 
us who knew her here a few years ago, 
are now being put to advantage by the 
American Library Association which 
greeted her on her return from Japan 

in the summer of 1952 and selected her 
to introduce the AMERICAN HERITAGE PRO- 
GRAM to young people, 


The following letter to H.L.A. gives us 
random, unofficial notes of this ener- 
getic blonde. 


Perhaps this should be called "Travel with a typewriter" since that best de- 
scribes these past six months, In the fall we traveled 5000 miles in 8 days to ex- 
plore libraries to be selected for demonstration, After Albuquerque, N.M. and 
Indianapolis, Ind. were selected (because both had established programs of library 
work with young people, represented different types of libraries and offered diver- 
sity of population) it meant commuting between those two points. Chicago intervals 
still meant living in a hotel room as periods at headquarters were brief and commut— 
ing, from the suburbs where the family lives, not very practical except for week- 
ends and holidays. This perpetual motion feature of the job has had obvious disad- 
vantages - one being the separation from my mail which for years has meant more to 
me than meals, I received what I think is the last of my Christmas cards at mid- 
winter conference in February. (Just like living on an island). 


My constant travelling companion has been my typewriter, which instead of pro- 
ducing personal letters has ground out discussion guides - question by question, 
page by page, night after night. The "part-time secretarial help available" was 
always in Chicago while I was elsewhere, and when I was in headquarters for a day,- 
inevitably the secretary was not. Those "guides and other materials" were written 
in hotel rooms and on the margins of time since I spent my deys talking and inter- 
preting the project to the libraries and their communities - to Chamber of Commerce 
and church groups, luncheon clubs and labor leaders, reporters and radio stations, 
Y.M.C.4.s and youth councils, 


It was an intangible project we had to sell. We had no posters as we have now 
which help +o spell it out in bold black letters - "Young people - It's Our America} 
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- Let's Read About It - Let's See It In Films - Let's Talk About It!" We didn't 
have copies of the little leaflet printed in “heritage blue" which now lists the 
books and films and carries an invitation to young people between the ages of 17 and 
21 to get together in their public libraries to exchange ideas on these books and 
films. We didn't have the neatly mimeographed bulletin of information giving the 
what, why, and how of the program. Yet, somehow, leaders were recruited and many 

yc ng people who were approached said "That sounds like a good deal, I can't be a 
le.der but when they start to meet let me know - I'll be there." Books in quantity 
(oid for from project, funds) began to arrive and fresh new copies of the 24 titles 
»socd expectantly on the shelf, 


There were all the usual handicaps and frustrations encountered in "getting the 
show on the road" as well as a few unusual ones. Heavy snow in Albuquerque flooded 
the auditorium where we had been meeting (weather in the Land of Enchantment, like 
that in the Paradise of the Pacific, not being always what the Chamber of Commerce 
would have it). In spite of handicaps librarians in both areas pitched in with the 
true pioneer spirit - it was never a single handed accomplishment but a cooperative 
venture, 


There's been some teaching too (Some day I'd like to see a job description on 
this assignment.). The leaders - some over 2] and some under - met two evenings a 
week for one month, They read and discussed the books of fiction and biography 
which were suggested as the basis of the discussions, and saw the films which were 
available on loan from the project office. The films, by the way, are not dull 
documentary historical ones but lively ones which point up current problems of liv- 
ing in a democracy. Each leader tried his hand at leading the book and film discus- 
sions to gain experience, 


We have not yet become a statistic but there is definitely a stir of life re- 
vealed in the anecdotes, newspaper clippings and pictures that are accumulating in 
our scrapbook. We have no evidence as to how many lives or attitudes have been 
esanged but there is ample evidence that it is a natural activity, attractive to 


yxang people. The public library is the natural focal point too for such an activ- 
jty for where else in the community could young people from different schools, those 
ost, of school and working, from different churches, different parts of town, differ- 
ent, social and economic backgrounds come together, talk things over freely and come 
up with a better idea on the subject? 


There are already rumors end rumblings about next year as plans must be submit- 
ted early if A.L.A. is to receive a grant from the Fund for Adult Education to ccn- 
tinue the project for another year. Out of this year's experiment will come some 
revisions in our materials and procedures. Libraries which are to sponsor a young 
pecpie's project next fall will be slected this spring from the requests now being 
received in the project office. All publicity releases extend the invitation to 
"ery library, anywhere" and the menehune on my shoulder thinks it would be fine to 
have a demonstration in Hawaii! However, knowing the facts of life on the travel 
budget, I admit it would probably be a remote control one, receiving “as much as- 
sistance as possible through the mail and other feasible means" - in lieu of per- 
sonal supervision, alas - for I have never pulled my roots from Hawaii-nei!

HONOLULU COUNTY MEDICAL LIBRARY... 1s eee eevee e eee «eo 6 « Bthel Hill 


Continuing growth has brought the Honolulu County Medical Library up to 16,000 
volumes, open six days a week, and serving an average of 570 doctors, nurses and re- 
search workers monthly. The Library is growing at an average rate of 1,500 volumes 
per year, which has raised the biggest single problem--that of sufficient space. 
Proposed plans call for enlargement of the Mabel Smyth Building, with the possibili- 
ty that the entire second floor may become library area. 


Two former librarians of the Medical Library checked in with Christmas letters. 
Katherine Newhall ‘s now in Washington, D.C., with the Civil Service Commission 
Litrary. Martha Weber, who accompenied her husband to Washington in his recent job 


ewittch, saw Katherine when she dropped into the Library one day. The Webers are 
ieaving this month for an extended trip to Europe.
